Rev. Father Raffo eulogi7.c<l the club 
and ita work in a very enthusiastic speech. 
He made a valuable suggestion to the 
club towards taking advantage of tbe 
position it occupied, aad ooatribntiag to 
the religious aewspapers a odnmeach 
week touching Catholic dogmas and 
prindplea, not of a co atrov e r sial nature, 
but simply the elementary truths with 
which every fairly educated Catholic is 
supposed to be familiar. His suggestion, 
if carried out, would no a great deal 
toward dissipating tbe erroneous notions 
prevailing, even among otherwise well- 
informed aon-CatboUcs, in regard to 
the beliefa and teachin g s of the cborcb, 
and be very instructive to Catholics 
themselves. 

John Ilarrett was asked to tell why it 
was that undertakers are supposed to be 
the most cheerful persons on earth.

Mr. Mapother gave an interesting 
account of the work of the Truth Society 
in England aii<l al.so some features of the 
undertakings of the society while it flour- 
ished here.

lAYOR TAFBL PflB&IDSD AMD SPOKE 



A great audience was swayed by the 
eloquence and enthusiasm of a woman at 
Music Hall, dndanati, Monday night. 
Mim Mand Goaae, who haa justly been 
aaaied 'The Irish Joan of Arc," spoke in 
favor of the cauw of the Boers, who are 
making such a game struggle for liberty 
in the face of overwhelming odds. Miss 
(lonne had an audience entirely in syiii- 
palhy with her. In tbe list of Vice Presi 
dents who bad aeatv on the stage were 
many of the most prominent business 
and profsaaional men of Ciaciunati, says 
tbe Enquirer. It was the first opportu- 
that the people of that community have 
had to show their sentiments in the .South 
AfricHii struggle. They attested by their 
applause of the gifte<l woman that she 
struck a responsive throb in their hearts. 
Miss Gonne is a magnificent specimen of 
mental and physical womanhood. She 
towers shove others of her sex in stature. 
She has a keen, bright eye, and her 
words, uttered by a v<5ice of wondeious 
sweetness, thrilled by their power and 
earnestness. 

The audience numbered about 2,0(KI. 
A great many ladies were present and 
they were as enthusiastic as the sterner 
sex in their demonstratioas of approval 
of tbe worda of the apeaker. It was 
nearly 8:30 o'clock when tbe noted wom- 
an orator, Miss Gonne, entered the hall 
with Mavfir Tafel, followed by Chas. J. 
Fttsgerald, Thomas J. Mulverhill and 
Hon. Michael Ryan. Miss Gonne re- 
ceived an enthusiastic welcome and the 
audience olierred lustily when she wcui 
on the stagq. 

Mayor Tafel, aa Chainnan, made no 
speech, but introduced tien. Michael 
Ryan, who made a characteristic speech 
and denounced the war as cruel and 
brutal in the extreme. He grew eloquent 
in his denunciations of tbe British Gov- 
ernment for its war upon an inoffensive 
people, whoae aiiaea aad wealth it 
wanted to secure. Ia 1((0 yesrs Baglaad 
had found the soaa of Bria lined up with 
her enemy. She finds it now in South 
Africa. Ireland is always against her 
oppressor. Irish influence, backed 
against American opinion, was potent 
enough to defeat a contemplated treaty 
between America and Great Britain. She 
now looks across the water and hopes 
only from the Uaitad Statea, bnt public 
opinion and the Irish people ore against 
her. England waa never our friend. 
While we in the Spaniah-Americau war 
were fighting to free sa enslaved race, 
they ore now fighting to aaalave a free 
people. 

Gen. Ryan made a great speech la fsvor 
of tbe Boeirs sad wss the redpieat of 
much applanse. His reference to the 

lion-hearted Cronje stirred tbe audience 
to tremendous cheers. "Duty of civilized 
nations today." There was a cry from 
the gallery, "Ask McKinley," and there 
was a great laugh from tbe audience. 
Gen. Ryan declared that he believed that 
it was tbe duty of the United SUteato 
coBM forward and aay to Great Britain. 
"This war baa gone far enough I" Gen. 
Ryan read a telegram from A.J. Mullane, 
who said he was with tbe meeting iu 
spirit and sent $<5<) as his contribution. 
Gen. Ryan talked al>out forty minutes. 

Mayor Tafel intro<luced Miss Gonne in 
a few eulogistic words. He ogived witb 
Gen. Ryan that this country should eiake 
tbe demand that tbe war Sboold stop, but 
this country is engaged ia the some job 
in the Philippines. We should first dC' 
mand of Congress to stop the war in tbe 
Philippines, and then we could call upon 
England to stop the war in the Transvaal. 
His Honor talked about twenty minutes, 
and concluded by introducing Miss 
Gonne. The eloqnent emissary of tbe 
Emerald Isle was greeted with tremen- 
dous applause, which lasted ftdly two 
minutes. A msgnificent bouquet of roses 
was handed to her before she began to 
speak. 

Miss Gonne begun by thanking every 
one, but she asked the indulgence of tbe 
Germans, Dutch and Americans if she 
devoted ber remarks laifaly to bcr owa 
countrymen. If Ireland wet* free to- 
morrow the Irish of this great country 
woald not go back there. Bverywhere 
the Irish race ia at the head of every 
movement for human liberty. .Vt this 
time a great nation, without cause, is 
ing to tske away the liberty of two 
while republics in South Africa. It was 
true that as long as her country is op- 
preaaed aa she is now, she was the friend 
of the enemy of England, Aa England 
never goes to war except for robbery and 
plumder, there was right on her side. 
Men of every nation in the world are 
with the Boers. The guns are p.)inted by 
Germans, and she knew that more than 
200 French officers had ^\\<-v. im 
miesions to take p.m 
frcedoni.

land. Tbe eloquent woman told of bow 
tbe people of Dublin bed carried the Boer 
flag aad passed reaolntioas ia favor of 
the Boers, aad had cheered President 
Kruger. England waa afraid to inter- 
fere. The Irish would help to save the 
Boers from the same fate that they have 
suffered. The world has never seen a 
braver sight than the Boers of today. 
Trusting in the faith of their cause they 
have gone forth to battle tbe hosts of 
England. The heroism of the women is 
aa great as thst of the mea. The speaker 
charged that the English bsd armed the 
blacks, and these savages had outrage 
Boer women. There is a duly which de- 
volves u|)on every nation, and that is 
that the rules of civilized warfare shall 
be obArved. Miss Gonne told stories of 
English cruelty and treachery not only 
iu the war with the Derviohea, bat witb 
tbe Boers. Tbe eathosisatic woaisa drew 
a graphic and pitUtd pictnre of the Bng- 
llah atrocities in the Boer war. The 
burghers were being taught what British 
courtesy and also British valor meant. It 
was a surprising contrast which she 
showed between the treatment of tbe 
English snd Boer prisoners. 

Miss Gonne spoke eloquently of the 
Irish brigade fighting for the Bocis nader 
the command of Col. Blake, aa Amerieaa 
graduate of West Point, and John Mc- 
P.ride, an Irishman. The Irish will elect 
Iiiliii McHride to Parliament just as they 
I John Mitchell, to show they are 
ag.iinst lingland. These Irish soldiers, 
said Mi.ss Gonne, are saving Ireland's 
honor. England's difficulty is Ireland's 
opportunity. The patriotic woman re- 
lated several instancea of the bmtality to- 
ward Irishmen because they were with 
the Boers. The whole story of the mnr- 
der of Irish prisoners, it was said, waa 
one of the most awful brutality. A peti- 
tion bad been sent to President Kruger 
asking him that for the nmrder of every 
Irishman or Dutchman the life of an Bng- 
lish officer at Pretoria ahonld pay the 
penalty. No aatioa has ever woa its 
freedom without bloodshed, and if liberty 
is worth having it is worth lighting for. 
Ireland must return to the traditions of 
1798 if she would secure ber freedom. 
England recruited ber soldiers in Ireland 
through the starvation of the people. 

"Tbe English sre afraid of arming the 
Irish people. They^ue trying to arm the 
inmates of the workhouses. Two little 
republics in South Africa were destroy- 
ing the falsehood of I jigland's greatness, 
which hail gone forever 1/t fore the rifles 
of tiiosc luri.ic ])!

In answer to several inquiries, the 
Kentucky Irish American would reply 
that Miss Maud Gonne is not a Catholic, 
but a member of the l.ijiscopa! church.

The City Council ihotild torn 
down the proportion to sell the 
city's 2as stock under any drcum- 

stauces. It is one of the few city 
investments that yields a profit, 
besides it enables the city to com- 
pel the Gas Company to keep with- 
in the limits of its charter and 
give the public liRbt and fuel in 
all parts of the dty at reasonable 
rftlcs. Finally, it it but the pi«- 
ctirsor of a scheme of speculators 
toRobble up all the good invest- 
ments of the city. If successful it 
will be followed by An effort to 
have the city sell its water stock, 
turning the waterworks over to a 
syndicate, and next the Louisville 
& Nashville and other railroad 
stocks owned by the city. Aside 
from the protection to the people 
by the city being a stockholder in 
these public utilities, theae enter- 
prises are getting past the non- 
dividend stage and be^rinning to 
pay a profit which will increase 
year by year. Hence speculators 
want them now. The people who 
for years have paid taxes to obtain 
this stock for the dty are entitled 
to this profit, and also to the pro- 
tection from extortion likely if those 
concerns become the property of in- 
dividual owners. Squelch the 
scheme in its incipiency.

ONE REAL BRITISH VICTORY. 



There is one provision of our 
tariff laws of which no one has dis- 
approvicdT It ie tiie Ciftuic iJilbor- 
'tile t^esidfent u'y precept TiiKf]' 
retaliation to Vf^^fjf^gg^ii^^- 
tion and unequal tanns igilt st 
American products and goods im 
ported to other countries. The 
cause of this was the stringent in 
spcction laws of France and Ger 
many that excluded American 
pork from the ports of thoae onnn 
tries, because of the panic due to 
the prevalence of trichinae, pro- 
duced, it was claimed, by diseased 
pork. Pork being one of onr leading 
exports and its exclusion .seriously 
affecting our foreign trade, the sub- 
ject was soon forced to the atten- 
tion of the Government. President 
Cleveland formally protested and 
warned France and Germany that 
the inspection laws most be modi- 
fied so as not to exdude American 
meals, or this Government would 
retaliate by excluding from our 
ports French wines, etc., and Ger- 
man sausage, beet sugar, etc. Such 
action on the part of our Govern- 
ment would practically deprive the 
merchants and producers of those 
countries of the American market 
and their Governments of large 
revenues derived from exports. 
Both Governments promptly prom- 
ised to modify thehr inspection laws, 
and France did so at the next meet- 
ing of its National Assembly. 

The German Government turged 
its Fhrliament to amend the inspec- 
tion laws, but it failed to pass. 
President McKinley was about to 
put into effect his predecessor's 
plan of exdusiOB, but on the ear- 
nest plea of the German Govern- 
ment and commercial bodies de- 
ferred the matter to give them an- 
other opportunity to amend the in- 
spection laws. That the Govern- 
ment and merchants and manu- 
facturers did make au earnest ef- 
fott to comply with the American 
demand is true, but Parliament 
again rejected the bill. The agri- 
culturists and butchers of Germany, 
who because of the exdusion of 
American meats enjoy a monopoly, 
f ' the measure.

After six mouths of war, strain- 
ing every resource, with over soo,- 
000 men, at the cost of millions of 
money and fully 20,000 men, the 
Kuglish have broken the monotony 
of defeat with one victory over the 
Boers. Ocn. Cronje surrendered 
to Gen. Roberts test Tncsday morn- 
ing with about 3,000 men, after re- 
sisting for ten days the attacks of 
40,000 troops with ten batteries. 
This seems also to have forced the 
Boers to raise the siege of Lady- 
smith, which was relieved by Bul- 
ler last Thursdsy. It was, never- 
theless, a real victory, and there 
was cause for English jubilation 
because the tide of disaster had 
been checked, if nothing else. The 
antidpeted results of thte victory, 
however, are not materializing, and 
the jubilation, first followed by 
snrprise, now with apprehension. 
The Boers are not demoralized or 
disposed to give up because of this 
reverse; have not abandoned im- 
portant positions; Gen. Roberts has 
not 6ecM a^<oifelI6ii^ tlqp blr vic- 
tory by any other move, being re- 
sisted by intrenched Boers at every 
step. 

In fact, Cronje's desperate stand 

with a few thousand men, holding 
Gen. Rol)€rts' army back for two 
weeks, seems to have been the most 
effective Strategy of the entire war. 
Tlirotigh Cronje and his army were 
capttiretl, the Boers gained time to 
concentrate forces, fortify positions 
and prepare to resist any farther 
advance, and of this they seem to 
have taken the fullest advantage 
and present a line of defense which 
means continnons fighting for every 
inch of advance for the British 
forces, however powerful they may 
be. 

Cronje adected his position a,.>d 
fortified it before he was surround- 
ed. He held it despite bombard- 
ment, and investigation since the 
surrender reveals that his loss was 
small, and that his surrender was 
caused by a rise in the river tender- 
ing his position untenable — it being 
in the bed and under the banlcs of 
a bead in Moddcr river, so located 
that thfrBnglish heavy artillery fire 
was almost without effect. The 
surrendered force is about 3,000 
with 5,000 small arms, only four 
cannon of small ciliber, few officers 
and none of Cronje's staff. That 
he bad a larger force, with several 
batteries of artillery, when first at- 
tadced, is known, and they escaped 
in spite of the cordon of Bnglish 
troops. 

What is to be the next move, what 
the force of the Boers that Roberts 

and Buller must now meet, are the 
uncertainties. That he can not 
make a move without heavy fight- 
ing against f tone fully deter- 
mined and better prepared than 
ever to resist is the only thiug 
known. I'or fotur dajrs he has sot 
attempted to do what was intended 
and expected — mardi to and occnpy 
Bloemfoutein.

The move of the aasoda- 
tion will meet with the appro- 
val and oo-operation of the Inter- 
national Typographical Union, the 
principal labor organization in- 
volved, which has been striving for 
yeara to indtiee publishers to do 
just what the newspaper assoda- 
tion has decided — agree to settle 
all grievances by conference aud 
atbitradon. Where the unton has 
succeeded in indudng local pub- 
lishers to accept such agreement, 
differences are peacefully and satis- 
factorily adjusted, there have bieen 
no strikes or kxkouts, and pub- 
lishers and employes are uiutualty 
benefited by the good order and 
harmony prevailing.

The debates in Parliament last week on 
amendments offered to the /Sddrcss by 
Irish members recalled the old days when 

Pamell defied and Biggar ridiculed and 
denounceil he stolid and unfeeling ma- 
jority. Of course, the amendments were 
voted down overwhelmingly, for the re- 
putedly phlegmatic John just now is 
rampant, raging and unreasoning, says 
Owen Roe's spedal letter in the Chicago 
Chronicle. He has cacnse for his moods 
in human nature and the irony and 
sneers of his continental neighbors. To 
have one's foremost fighters, bedecked 
with V. C.'s and other decorations, 
knocked out as promptly as they appear 
by "ignorant Dutch farmers" is not con- 
ducive to just action; besides to listen to 
Ireland'a voice under any drcumstances 
or conditions would be a shock to John's 
consdenoe, would be rank heresy in the 
light of his Christian principles. "The 
civilizing hully of niankin<l," as John 
Mitchell called him, ever lias been a 
stranger to just or generous deeds in 
political and governmental affairs in 
every clime and generation (the indi- 
vidual Englishman is often the most just 
and generous of men), and so the Irish 
people and their representatives at West- 
minster feel only the usual disappoint- 
ment in having their demaiuls for fituiii- 
cial and industrial reilress scurnfully 
kicked aside. They have faith, lunvever, 
that their opportunity is coming and 
then, thanks to his long-unused and un- 
quenchable hate, Faddy will get even 
with John. But if the Irish memben had 
none of their amendments Japproved of 
they had nmch .satisfaction and lots of 
fun in their advocacy. It was the procla- 
mation and adoption once more by the 
reunited party of the militant and defiant 
policy of the independent party of a dec- 
ade ago. Just now they msy not be able 
to do much, whett the coward Liberals 
have gone over to the Tories and the 
Roseberys and Asquiths have become the 
pupjjets of Chamberlain, but .i general 
election is approaching an<l party lines 
usin will be clearly drawn, and then 
^S^gtisptSmA Irish votes wiU conat In 
a divialaa of the House as 172. 

Not in many yean have the debating 
strength and brilliancy of the Irish mem- 
bers appeared to snch advantage aa in the 
past few days. They seem to have im- 
bibed inspiration as well as courage by 
the union of their ranks, and conscious 
that the Irish race the world over was at 
their tiack, they were defiant even in de- 
feat and gave back rebel taunt for loyal 
censure. And this old land feels the 
thrill of the new situation, the national 
pulse beats stronger snd the levolntion- 
ary elements, though having no faith in 
parliamentarianisni, are glad to see the 
big talking shoi, across the ehaniK-1 wor- 
ried and angered by Irish representatives. 
The silent men in Irish politics, strange 
as it may appear, are really the most 
active and influential, for their policy 
never changes and it ia nearest to the 
Irish heart. They were the strength of 
Painell in his hours of triumph and of 
stress, and they will be behind Redmond 
and Dillon and Healy as long as they 
fight in harmony against the common 
enemy and give and take no quarter. 

Aa the English cable does what Eng- 
lish history has always done — that ia, 
never mentions Ireland or her champions 
except to traduce them — a resume of the 
stirring debates caused by Irish motions 
should be interesting, and particularly so 
becau.se of the high moral sense and in- 
tellectual force of the . Irish members 
taking part in the discussions. John 
Redmond, ss the accredited spokesman 
of the reunited Irish party, was particu- 
larly effective, and he proved himself 
worthy of the honor of leadership con- 
ferred upon him. His amendment to the 
address was a.s follows: 

"But we humbly represent to your 
Majesty that the time has come when the 
war at present being waged in South 
Africa should be brought to a close on 
the basis d recognizing the independence 
of the TnnsTssl and the Onag* Pre<: 
State." 

His speech was elo<iueiit, forcufiil and 
the more convincing because it was free 
from passion. His object, he said in his 
opening sentences, was to explain and 
justify the feelittg of Ireland toward the 
war. The sympathy of Ireland, he pro- 
claimed, was with the two South African 
republics. "We abhor this war and we 
call for its stoppage, and we declare our 
intention to do all that ii; us lies to main- 
tain the independence of these two little 
republica. which waa won by untold sac- 
rifices and defended by a heroiam which 
is without parattel in the history of the 
world." It hss been alleged, said Mr. 
Redmond, that the real motive of Ire- 
land'a sympathy with the Boerp was an- 
tagonism to England. There waa both 
truth add untruth iu the charge. When 
the English empue is in diScnlty a feel- 
ing of hope and satisfaction stirs through 
the veins of the Irish race at home 
and ahi u.ul "It is not our fault that it 
is, but your::; it is the fault of the history 
which you and your Yredeoesson have 
made. You thought you got rid cf the 
Irish question when in 1895 you over- 
whelmed i: I 1 ijorily of 
160. Youth.',,,; ■.••u iuid >.M'i rid of it 
ia IHW, when you abolished the Irish 



Parliament, bccanse twenty years before, 
when you were engaged; in your wicked 
American war, a war whtch particularly 
compares with the present war, you were 
confronted with this same phenomenon 
of the Irish seeking to take advantage of 
your difficulties snd iTmpathising with 
your foe. Some day, not pcriiaps fsr off, 
that Ireland yon "l^flStf- ^ 
yourselves in South AfiKa you may find 
rejoicing in the empire's difficulties and 
sending messages of sympathy to your 
foes. I would urge this country before 
it is involved more deeply in this ill- 
fsted war to beware «f punning to the 
bitter end the chapltr which, whatever 
way the niUtary opsMions may go, 
whether yon succeed in this war or not, 
can only be a story of misfortune and 
disgrace." 

Mr. Reflmond denied, however, that 
the sympathy of Ireland with the Boen 
was even mainly governed by antagonism 
to England, for the War comes closely 
home to Inland. It ia, he continued, 
scarcely an exafcgeration to aay that there 
is scarcely a family Md|i|^^> from the 
poor j>cople who live WlM Dublin slums 
to the highest in the land, that is not 
represented in one s!iaf.e or another upon 
one side or the other .it the front. Irish- 
men take to soldiering for the mere love 
of the calling, more than Englishmen, 
"and when they do get to the front a far 
larger proportion of them an thrust into 
dangerous positions." An Irishman, he 
added, can not help feeling a thrill of 
pride at the record and heroism of the 
Irish lails from Mayo and Roscommon 
who have suffered so terribly in this war, 
and he could not help noticing that while 
the bnve press correspondents paid gen- 
erous tributes to these Irish regiments 
Gen. Buller snd othen \n command made 
no such mention in their official reports. 
A calculation which he saw made in a 
newsjiaper as to the number of killed 
and wounded of various nationalities 
showed there was 120 Irishmen killed for 
every fifty-six Englishmen. In every 
war like the present in which England 
has been engaged the sympathies of 
Irishmen hsve always gone in the right 
directioa; they arc not as subject to pas- 
sions of greed and prim and arrogance 
which obscure the judgment of ICiiglish 
jingoes. Go back to the history of w hich 
lost America to England nnd who k-d the 
oppKMition? Who inspired, who planned, 
who worked steadfast in opposition to 
that war? An Iriahman. Burke, Sheri- 
dan and Gnttan and 'the mighty Irish- 
men of that day took precisely the same 
stand in that eventful controversy that 
Irish members take upon the question of 
the present war, "I aay, therefore, that 
we arrive by a natural process at our 
sympathies with these republics. 

"How could it be otherwiae? We 
would be slicks or stones if we were not 
aroused by this— one of the finest specta- 
cles that the world has witnessed since 
Thermopylae— resistance of these two 
little republics to the most powerful em- 
pire of modern times, I think I am 
speaking the sentiments of all generous- 
minded men in this House — no matter 
what view they take of the war — when I 
eay that we admire thrpluck and heroism 
of the old, grey-bearded Boers side-by- 
aide with the dauntless courage of the 
Boer of sixteen, on the stand they have 
already made against this mighty em- 
pire." 

After referring to a dedaretion of 
Colonial SecreUry Chamberlain that the 
war was to establish the supremacy of the 
British in the two republics, Mr. Red- 
mond exclaimed: "If that be so, I for 
one pray God that the effort will be frus- 
trated." 

It is possibly inevftsb]*, continued Mr. 
Redmond, that the Boers maybe crushed 
by overwhelming nnmben, for, as was 
remarked, "eleven armed men an more 
than a match foreman in his shirt," 
but, whatever be the result, the Boers 
have added a new page to the annals of 
political and military heroism. "Do you 
think, with such a page behind them, 
you can blot lioer nationality? You may 
devastate these two republics, you may 
exterminate the entire male population. 
If ao, wha^ then? Let a woman answer 
—the sister of the Prime Minister of Cape 
Colony, who writes: 

" 'You say that all the fighting men 
with aruis might have been shot. Yes, 
but what of the women? If there were 
left but .'),o<>(i pregnant South African- 
born women and all the rest of their peo- 
ple destroyed, those wonen would breed 
up again a race like the.first. The chil- 
dren and great -grandchil ilren of men who 
lay under the stones, i ^ will not be 
English then nor Dutch, blit only South 
Africans, will say as ' hey pass those 
heaps, 'There lie our fa thers, or grand- 
fathers, who died in th first great war 
of independence.' " ' ^ 

After declaring that tS i Irish memben 
cared little for the thn its of injury to 
the cause of home ruU because of the 
stand they bed taken, M , Redmond con- 
cluded with the followinaaenteuce, which 
aroused prolonged NanonsiHst cheers: 
"We know that we are tight and we are 
perfectly convinced th4t Ireland, our 
country, has nothing t^ lose, but has 
everything to gain, by Raising her voice 
im the side of justice and liberty. ' '

The Central Labor Union met in regu- 
lar monthly iewioa at Beck's Hall last 

Sunday afternoon with a large attendance 
of delegates. Commoaicationa were re- 
ceived from the National Union of Shoe 
Workers and Weavers' Unkw of Phllsdel- 
phia, which were scted npon fsvorably 
an<l ri'ftrred io proper coiumittees. 

Secretary Youiiy; was directed to com- 
tiiuiiiciite with Coiijjressiiiaii Wheeler and 
urge biui to aid in the passage of the bill 
now pendin(( tiefore Congress for the re- 
lief of the Government employes in the 
navy yard, naval ststions snd arsensls. 

The resignation of Secretary Cbarles 
Peett was accepted, and George Rauten- 
buscli, representing llie Hurbers' t'uion, 
was e/ect«f to tfte otfice 6y accianiaiVon. 

The committee v\lio had l)eeii appoint- 
ed to confer with a similar committee 
from the United Trades snd I<sbor As- 
sembly for the puipoas ol uniting the 
two bodies made a long sad dsborste re- 
pott of their labora, ststing thst they had 
done everything in their power to effect 
hannony an<l unit). They had made 
concessions to tlte other body that they 
felt could be not otherwise than scccpts- 
ble. 

At this }K)int the conferrees from the 
Trades and Labor Assembly srrived with 
their reply to the plsn of amalgamation 
submitted at the meeting held the Sun- 
day preceding. They were .Messrs. Her 
manChristen, Thomas Harmon, Roherls, 
GundelCnger and Sau<ls. I)ele>;ale Rob- 
erts, of the Horseslioers, in rem.irks 
expressed himself as favoring unity and 
harmony, sad said these steps should 
have occu r red one year ago. 

Their counter-proposition demanded in 
effect the disbanding' of the Central 
Labor I'uion, that the gentlemen elected 
at the January meeting be deprived of 
their offices, which were to be declared 
vacant, and ttiat an entirely new consti- 
tution snd by-laws be adopted for the 
goveromcnt of the new body. Still they 
could not guarantee that such action 
would bring all the seceding onions 
under the banner of tbetxxly holding the 
charter from the American I'ederation of 
Iyal)or. The visiting committee expresse<l 
themselves as pleased with their courte- 
ous reception and then withdrew. 

The proposals were next taken into 
considersdon, snd it wss unanimously 
voted to sUad by the rcgulsrly elected 
officers Snd to make no further conces- 
sions. This action will be coninuinicated 
to the Trades and LaI>or Assembly, and 
also a detailed statement to the unions 
represented therein of the present status 
of the case. After this the Osatral Labor 
Union will follow the course pursued by 
the Americsa Pederstion and decline to 
recognixe the seceding body only on the 
terms originally submitted. 

Copies of letters ordering the local 
Federation of Musicians, Theatrical Al- 
liance and Salesmen's Unions to with- 
draw from the opposition were read 
from the national officers of those bodies, 
and it is not thought their commands will 
be ignored. Other unions, the cigar- 
makers snd molders, are not likely to be 
longer identified with this bo<ly, and 
everything indicates that its end is near. 
Then all will come together t>efore the 
meeting of the American Federation of 
Lulwr in December, thus vindicating the 
policy of the Central Labor Union and iU 
officers. 

The Board of Directors announced that 
they had secured Pbcenix Hill Park for 
the Labor day celebration. President 
Fuchs was warmly coiumcnrU-d for his 
enterprise, and at the next meetiug com- 
mittees for that occsskm msy be sp- 
pointed.
